Belleville Council OKs hiring Geese Chasers for Horizon Park

People who come to the free concerts 
at Horizon Park each summer can’t bring 
blankets to sit on because the ground is so 
full of goose droppings. The audience has 
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to bring portable chairs. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, assistant city 
manager Steve Jones, who has been a part 
of the Music Lakeside concerts for the past 
15 years, explained the situation. 
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He said over that time, the city tried to 
address the issue and used grape seed oil, 
to no avail. 

He recommended using Geese Chasers of 
SE Michigan, which Van Buren Township 
uses for French Landing Park and Eastern 


Michigan University uses for its golf 
course. 

He said the company uses a couple of 
dogs and trains geese not to be comfortable 
in the park. He said the dogs push the geese

out of the park and off the dock into the 
water. They are licensed and equipped to 
take care of the nest and eggs. He said the 
cost will be shared between the city and 
the Downtown Development Authority. He 
said the DDA meets on Wednesday. 

Mayor Pro Tem Kelly Bates, who was 
presiding at the meeting in the absence of 
Mayor Ken Voigt, said there are a large 
number of geese in Village Park and the 
company should be used there, as well. 

Assistant city manager Jones said he 
wants to use them at Horizon Park first for 
a five-month trial to see if it works. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said 
the audience can’t walk without stepping 
into goose droppings. He said there is one 
person stationed at the concerts to shoo the 
geese away. 

Councilwoman Kissel said when she 
walks on the sidewalk in front of Belleville 
High School, the geese stand on the walk 
and “go at me.” 

John Juriga said from the audience that 
34" District Court Judge Brian Oakley 
used to send defendants sentenced to work 
before each concert to rake it over the side 
of the hill, but the judge said he had to stop 
because it was too hard on the workers. 

“Geese are everywhere,” Juriga said. 
Someone noted Juriga lived on the lake 
and asked if he had geese and he said he 
didn’t. He said it’s amazing that when you 
throw a firecracker they don’t come back. 

A city resident who rescues birds asked 
what they will do when they rid themselves 
of the water fowl? Will they spend more 
when the hawks and eagles come? She said 
the city can’t cope with animals. 

“We live on the water,” she said. “That’s 
their nature,” she said of water fowl. 

Brian McClintock said in two to three 
weeks the goslings will be hatching unless 
the DNR gets out there and takes care of 
the eggs. 

They can be trained to stay away, said 
Fire Chief Brian Loranger. He said every 
private dock on the lake has kites or owls 
on the dock or dogs to keep the ducks and 
geese away. 

Jones recommended the Geese Chasers’ 
5-month option for $870 a month. He said 
if more time is needed, the city will find 
out. 

“The geese will land somewhere else,” 
Jones said. 

The motion was passed to hire Geese 
Chasers for five months at a cost of $870 a 
month, shared by the DDA and city at $435 
each. 

The proposal from Geese Chasers said, 
“Egg and nest destruction is included at no 
additional cost...” 

The proposal also describes “egg addling” 
where “rather than removing the nest and 


eggs ina single visit, we follow the protocol 
prescribed by the Humane Society of the 
United States wherein we test the eggs for 
viability, coat the eggs with oil to prevent 
embryo development and monitor the nest 
regularly until the geese abandon the nest.” 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the city council: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory of 
the late Peggy Voigt; 

e Approved the VFW/Polish Legion of 
American Veterans’ Poppy Sale on May 2, 
3, and 4 at Five Points to earn money for 
worthy causes in the community; 

e Held public hearings on the Animals 
Ordinance amendment and the Five- 
Year Parks Plan, with no public speaking 
on either subject. City Manager Jason 
Smith said there have been no changes in 
the Parks Plan since it was approved in 
February, so now he can send it on to the 
DNR to open another pool of funding; 

e Held the first reading of the Animals 
ordinance amendment, with the second 
reading and final adoption planned for 
the May 6 meeting. City Manager Smith 
said the number of dogs or cats allowed 
has been removed, cutouts added for 
rescue organizations or foster homes, and 
approval of Goat Day at Horizon Park. 
Also, compliance now is three months 
instead of 12 months; 

eApproved the second reading and 
adoption of the Mobile Food Vendor 
ordinance; 

e Approved the second reading and 
final adoption of the Utilities ordinance 
amendment; 

e Unanimously selected The Kelly Firm 
as city attorney. There had been interviews 
of five firms at the last meeting; 

e Approved outsourcing to KCI of Grand 
Rapids to send out city tax bills, at a cost 
of $1,399.10 each for the summer and 
winter taxes, including postage. A similar 
proposal for utility bills was not considered 
at this time; 

e Approved accounts payable 
of $193,615.92 and departmental 
expenditures over $500: to Elite Cleaning 
$1,850 for removal of water-damaged 
cabinets in the public works building after 
the roof leaked; and to Barnett Roof and 
Siding, $16,765 to fix the roof. It will be 
done within two weeks’ time, Rutherford 
said, explaining there has been a delay in 
getting the roofing material; 

e Heard City Manager Smith report that 
there is a water data problem and they can’t 
open the file. He said he sent a “not-so-nice 
letter” to the company indicating the city 
may no longer do business with them. He 
said right now they are working on meters 
for a request for proposals. He said they 
may have to estimate bills for a while 
and the city could allow people to call in 
their readings or send in pictures of their 
readings; 

e Heard Mayor Pro Tem Bates say she 


would like to add recycling at the DPW 
yard for the trash collection contract 
coming up. Smith said he could add that to 
the request for proposals; 

e Heard Juriga say there is a Yield 
sign at Five Points that people don’t see 
and it needs to be lit up. Fire Chief/Dr. 
Loranger said so many of his employees 
have commented on that since his office 
is at that location. Police Chief Kris Faull 
said Poco put up a giant reflector sticker 
on the pole after it almost got t-boned. If 


that doesn’t work, she said the city will ask 
Wayne County to put a blinking light on 
the sign; and 

e Heard, at the end of the meeting, 
Smith read a comment sent by Christina 
Davis who was attending by Zoom. Her 
comments were that she was against the 
Animals ordinance amendment. Also, a 
member of the audience asked about the 
grandfathering of the Animals ordinance 
and Bates said there is no grandfathering. 


Planners recommend Agritourism, 
Sign amendments in VBT

On April 10, the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission held two public 
hearings at which nobody spoke and then 
recommended two ordinance amendments 
to the township board for approval. 

The first zoning ordinance amendments 
were to change ordinances to provide 
regulations for Agricultural Tourism or 
“Agritourism.” 

Vidya Krishnan, planning consultant from 
Mckenna Associates, said the seasonal or 
temporary uses now have to keep coming 
back to the planning commission for 
approval. With the amendments, once they 
get approval they will be able to run it and 
expand in the future within the guidelines of 
the ordinance. 

Special land use remains with the property, 
she said. 

She said Agritourism is the accessory use 
of a portion of agricultural land for the sale 
of goods and services related to the farming 
operation as a means of supplemental 
income, including but not limited to U-pick 
operations, wineries and tasting rooms, corn 
mazes, and cider mills. 

Community Supported Agriculture, also 
known as “community gardening,” is the 
practice of small-scale production of plants 
through the rental or donation of gardening 
plots for community use. This too is added 
to the ordinance. 

Truck Gardening, also known as “market 
gardening,” is the practice of small-scale 
production of plants for sale directly to 
consumers using on-site farm stands or 
off-site methods such as farm markets or 
personal delivery service. 

Scott DeBuck of DeBuck’s Family Farm 
at 50240 Martz Road, said the farm is 
owned and operated by DeBuck’s Brothers 
LLC. He said the brothers have farm-theme 
activities and belong to four associations 
and is president of one of the associations. 
He said they go to meetings around the 
world, including the United Kingdom and 
Australia to find the latest trends. 

He said they would like to have a self- 
driving tractor in the future and other 


motorized rides, a carousel with farm theme 
rides, such as cows. Motorized rides would 
need planning commission approval. 

He said the traffic jams they’ve had in the 
past are now under control, except in mid- 
October when there are crowds. He said they 
hire Van Buren Police and medics to help. 

Scott DeBuck said their Dad started the 
farm with sod in 1980 and he would like 
to have kids feel they are driving a tractor 
while they hear of the history of the DeBuck 
Farm. 

They presented a report on their activities 
to the commission that included a statement 
that they are using 113.5 acres of land at the 
time. The acres now used are: 

e 40 acres of pumpkins; 

e 20 acres of flowers; 

e 5 acres of lavender; 

e 5 acres of tulips (additional 5 next 
season), 10 total; 

e 8 acres of corn maze; 

e 17 acres of barnyard (activity area); and 

e 5 acres of parking. 

The commission unanimously approved 
sending the Agritourism amendments to the 
township board. 

Then it moved to consider the Signs 
ordinance amendments for mixed-use 
zoning, with specific regulations for signs. 
The changes are to ensure all parts of 
the ordinance are one and hyperlinks are 
updated in both directions. 

A motion was made to recommend the 
amendments to the township board, but 
Edward Burger got up to speak before the 
vote could be completed. He wanted to talk 
about the Agritourism ordinance amendment 
and he said he didn’t hear any invitation for 
the public to speak on the issue. 

He said there is an inherent problem with 
what the commission approved. He said he 
has 10 acres on Sumpter Road and the 200- 
foot side yard setback is too much space to 
require. His property is only 314 feet wide, 
but is very deep. He would be unable to set 
up an Agritourism business on his property. 

Burger said Agritourism is a growing 
industry and there are four such places 
within a 20-minute drive from Brighton.

We’re told she took a turn for the worse 
and was taken to the hospital. She was 
released on oxygen, but she died. 

Peggy was a devoted educator with a 
refined demeanor and a gentle way of 
addressing people. At one point, we all 
thought she was going to be the next school 
superintendent, but she was swept away by 
nasty school politics. She persevered and 
continued her work in education elsewhere. 

We are among the many who will miss 
Peggy’s warm presence. God rest her soul.

Reckless driver forces 
crews to make repairs 
again to westbound I-94 


The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) will make 
pavement repairs again on westbound I-94 
between Haggerty and Belleville roads in 
Wayne County. 

Last Saturday, crews previously closed 
the two right lanes for concrete repairs 
and then kept the right lane closed for 
concrete curing. Unfortunately, a reckless 
driver chose to avoid the traffic backups 
and drove on the shoulder and then into the 
fresh concrete, damaging the roadway. 

Beginning 9 a.m. Wednesday, April 17, 
crews will close the two right lanes of 
westbound I-94 from Haggerty to Belleville 
roads to perform concrete pavement 
repairs. Work is expected to be finished 
by 5 p.m. Thursday, April 18. This work is 
weather-dependent and if necessary, may 
be moved to Thursday and Friday. 

During work, access to the Belleville Rest 
Area will be open, as will the Belleville 
Road exit and entrance ramps. 


Court Watching 


A motion hearing in 34" District Court was 
set April 3 for Vivaldy Morel Nganongo- 
Mbosso, 35, of Ypsilanti who had been 
accused of three counts of criminal sexual 
conduct, assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder, assault, 
domestic violence, and three weapons 
charges on March 1, 2022 in Van Buren 
Township. 

On Feb. 22, an order of nolle prosequi was 
entered and the case was dismissed. The 
complaining victim would not prosecute. 
The motion by defense attorney Shawn 
Smith on April 3 asked for destruction of 
all the biological data in the case and the 
arrest record, which was granted by Judge 
Martin. 


Department and Huron Valley Ambulance 
were dispatched to Haggerty Road, north 
of Bemis Road two vehicle-collision 
involving a motorcycle. 

According to a news release from Lt. 
Ken Floro, the preliminary investigation 
revealed that a 2002 Honda motorcycle 
was traveling northbound on Haggerty 
Road when it crossed the center line near 
Bemis Road. 

After crossing the center line, the rider of 
the motorcycle continued traveling in the 
southbound lane just north of Bemis Road 
as a vehicle was approaching from the 
north.

The driver of the Honda motorcycle was 
identified as Daniel Diaz, a 50-year-old 
Sumpter Township resident.

Mercy Hospital in Superior Township 
where he is listed in critical condition. 

The driver of the KIA Sorento was 
identified as Lotoya Jones, a 40-year-old 
Detroit resident. Jones was not injured in 
the accident and was released at the scene. 

The Van Buren Township Accident 
Investigation Team was called to the scene 
to conduct a follow-up investigation, 
collect data, and secure physical evidence. 

The accident remains under investigation

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District Library Board invests funds 
in 90-day CDs to hike interest rate

The Belleville Area District Library 
Board approved investing $100,000 in 
90-day CDs that would improve interest 
rates they are getting on savings account 
revenue, which is really, really low — 
0.01% -- according to Library Director 
Mary Jo Suchy. 

At its April 9 regular meeting, Director 
Suchy said she and Treasurer Tanya 
Stoudemire had a zoom meeting with 
Chase and found that they could get 4.5 to 
4.7% interest with the staggered “ladder” 
program. 

Stoudemire said they looked into what 
the bank had because she thought they 
should at least be getting enough interest 
to cover the bank fees. She said this Chase 
program does better than that. 

She said every 90 days the $100,000 is 
redeemable and can be set up to roll over 
automatically and be reinvested. She said 
this could be discussed on an annual basis 
by the board, but meanwhile the program 
would automatically do the reinvesting. 

“This is good for the public,” said board 
chairwoman Sharon Peters. “We can 
stretch our dollars further this way.” 

Director Suchy said they also received 
information from the bank regarding its 
JPMorgan Access Service. This service 
would give the library enhanced fraud 
protection services at a fee of about $200 
to $250 a month. 

In other business at the 45-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Heard chairwoman Peters report that 
the Marketing Committee met with Donna 
Gilkey Lavin, the chairwoman of the 
Friends of the Library, to talk about having 
some kind of event to promote the Friends. 
Peters said they have a lot more Friends 
than those who participate. She said there 
will be a mutually developed event and, 
“Whatever it is, it will be fun.” She said the 
Friends planned to discuss it at their April 
13 board meeting; 

e Learned the flagpole light in the 
sidewalk has finally been fixed. That light 
wasn’t being sold after it broke, just at

completion of the new library building, 
and it had been temporarily sealed since 
then and an ongoing topic of conversation 
and concern; 

e Was informed the student art has now 
been put on display in the library. The 
Perrenial Plant Swap will be at noon on 
May 4, which is the same day as Free 
Comic Book Day and one of the days of 
the two-day used book sale, May 4 and 5; 

e Learned National Library Week, April 
8-13, started off with the solar eclipse on 
April 8 and ended with a family by the 
Music Lady, Beverly Meyer. She was 
joined by musical therapist Danielle Saval, 
who met Meyer when Saval was a child 
and attended one of her concerts at the 
library; 

e Was advised the library will kick off its 
Seed Library at 10:30 a.m. Saturday, April 
20, including an 11 a.m. presentation by 
Alex Ball of Old City Acres. A complete 
list of seeds available is on the library’s 
website; 

e Learned a hands-on workshop on using 
Canva for graph design will be from 10:30 
to 11:30 a.m. on Thursday, May 9, at the 
Sumpter Media Center, 23645 Sumpter 
Rd.

was atrested on charges relating to other 
thefts in similar locations in Southeast 
Michigan, including Commerce and Van 
Buren townships.
